Revolution in Buenos Ayres.—We have nothing 
but accounts of revolts and revolutions from the 
.outhern countries. If they mast occur, we should 
vope that they might all take place as qnietiy, and 
with as little bloodshed, as that we received intelli- 
vence of yesterday. 

The E‘intors ot -he Baltimore American have fur- 
nished us with the particulars of this event in detail ; 
but as our columns are unusually crowded to day, 
we are able to furnish only a brief acconnt. 

On the meht of November 30th, the first division 
ofthe army, just returned from the eastern prov- 
nee, exciled ibe apprehensions of the government, 
who desired the attendance of Gen. Layalle, then 
in command at the Recoleta barracks. He return- 
ed answer that he would come immediately, but for 
the purpose of displacing the government, which, he 
He accordingly marched 
at dawn of day tothe Plaza de la Victoria wrth the 
fifth regiment of infantry under the command of Col. 
Olazabala, whilst a party of the lancers commanded 
by Col. Olavarria, and ,the regiment of Cazadores 
of Col. Correa’s took possession of the Park Artille- 
ry, and other important posts. 

” At half past 4 in the morning a part of the lancers 
entered the Plaza with General Lavalle and Colonel 
Olavarria, and several other officers at their head ; 
a few minutes afterwards, Col. Correa and hus regi- 
ment came to the Plaza. The 4th regiment of Ca 
zadores. and the Light Artillery, with Cols. Polon 
and Iriarte, had in the mean tine got into the Fort, 
in which were the Ministers, Guido and Biercaree, 
(the Governor Dorreg» having fled st 4 o’clock in

querors. These advantages have cost us 8 cannon, 
lust before Chournla, and about 6000 men killed. 
At this moment the line of our troops extends from 
Calafat (which is well fortified, and from which a 
panic terror has driven the Turks) as far as Varna 
which is again put ina state of defence. Their ad- 
vanced posts are at Kamischik and Dewek, and 
they have covered Bazardji and Paravadi. From 
Cicumia, which it was useless to watch during win- 
ter, and from Silistria, where the frosts and inunda- 
tions prevénied the continuation of the siege, our 
troops have arrivedin Moldavia and Walachia, and 
they repelled wiih loss the enemy who attempted to 
harrass their march. The future is in the hand of 
God, but under the shield of the wisdom and heroic 
“ourage of our monarch, Russia cannot but look for- 
ward to a happy issue.” 


LATEST FROM COLOMBIA. 


The brig lampico, Captain Fisk, from Carthage- 
na has brought papers to the 10th of ar We 
have been indebted to the Editors of the Redactor 
Espanol tor a perusal, and an opportunity to make 
the following extracts. 

It will be observed that the papers represent the 
state of things as very favorable, and the situation of 
the conutry as remarkably quiet and happy. A dif- 
ferent picture however is presented by private let- 
ters, extracts from some of which will be found be- 
low. Both are probably exaggerated on opposite 
sides. There is 00 news of the expedition against 
Peru having marched. A fate Bogota paper’says 
that Bolivar was on the way to Popayan, whence 
Obando had been compelled to retreat. The Liber 
ator was to proceed to the frontier about the time 
the army should receive marching orders, but was 
not to cross till some time after it. He doubiless 
finds it very difficult to manage the complicated dif- 
ficulties which surround him; and it is to be expec- 
ted that he should act with arbitrary injustice when 
he can secure Limself by no other means against the 
— cvrrent.

LATEST FROM FRANCE. 

By the Packet ship Don Quixute, Capt Whitall, 
winch arrived at this port yesterday, we have re- 
ceived Paris and Havre news-papers—the latter to 
ihe 5th January. 

Thereis nothing of importance from the Russian 
and Turkisi armnes, which appear to have remain- 
ed entirely inactive since the former accounts. 
There is a rumour noticed in some of the papers, of 
a batile at Varna; but it will be seen by our ex- 
tracts, thet it is not worthy of ony credit. 

It 1s stated that the negotiations for the Powers 
on the settlement of Greece have agreed that the 
lumits of that country shall exteud from Negropont 
across to the Guif of Arta, inciuding both those 
points. The fortresses in Messenia have been re- 
signed by the Mahometans to Gen. Maison. 

The French vessels off Alg.-rs, as appears by re- 
cent letters, feel a great wantof provisions: and 
supplies were to be immediately sent thei. 

Admiral De Rigny was still at Sinyroa on the—: 
ins ship, le Conqnerant, being unseaworthy through 
decay. He was to transfer his flag to the Fleur de 
Lys, and to visit several ports of the Archipelago. 
The Ambassadors were toleave Porus for Malta; 
whence alter riding out their quarantine, they would 
go to Naples to pass ‘he winter 

Letters from Germany continue to speak of an 
engagement between the Turks and Russians at 
Varna; but without giving any positive iuformation 
of the resuit of the affuir. 

The arrest of several Boyards is spoken of at Bu- 
charest.—They were delivered over to a military 
tribunal, by order of Count Pahlen, as suspected of 
correspondence with the Turks. 

A letter of the 5th ult from Bucharest announces 
(hat the Russian troops, arrived from Bulgaria have 
taken up their winter quarters. The ravages of 
the plague have nearly ceased. The price of pro- 
visions continues to augment excessively. 

Dis)atches were received from Naples and Paris, 
and from Corfu so late as the i0th inst. It was re- 
ported ai the latter place, that an Egyptian expedi- 
tion, with corn for Constantivople, bad succeeded 
in getting into the Dardanelles. 


The Bee of the North gives the following as the 
results of the present war:—* But six months have 
elapsed since the Emperor placed himself at the 
bead of his army, and, in Europe, there have been 
conquered Moldavia, and Great and Little Walla- 
chia, whilst a considerable part of Bulgaria has been 
taken possession of beyond the Dapabe ; eight for. 
tresses have also been taken, as well as the fortified 
positions on the Danube aod two camps.—Our tro- 
phies are 957 cannons, 480 standards, and an im- 
mense quantity of provisions. We bave sunk or ta- 
ken I7 large vessels and 45 small. Nioe Pachas, 
with 2,500 men have laid down their arms before 
our troops, and thousands of familiesin Bwyaria have

Bolivar went to 
Verba on the 0th November. Obando and Lopez 
aud met with two severe rebuffs from some of the 
government troops sent against them. The extens- 
ive vallies of Cauca, Buenaventura, aad Choco were 
1a the enjoyment of tranquillity, and had furnished 
troops agarnst them. 

Gen. Urdineta has officially declared that the pri- 
vateer Josepha or Safe, 1s not authorized, or counte- 
nanced by the Colombian government, nor any oth- 
ercruizers of the same lawless character. 

Accounts from Bogota were of a favorable nature. 
Periect tranquillity prevailed; aod the militia are 
said to have shown enthusiasm in their adherence to 
Bolivar, when they were called out after the depar- 
ture of the rezular troops. 

Oimeds of Guayaquil bad been nominated secre- 
tary of foreign relations. He has recently arrived 
in Peru from England. 

We have been favoured by the editor of the “ Re- 
Jactor.”” with the following extracts from private 
leiters of the latest date. 


“ CARTHAGEN A, January 10th. 

Gen. Santander is still at Bucachica, aud doubts 
are entertained coucerning bis fate. There have 
been several actions betweea the rebels at Popayan, 
and Bolwar’s division: but nothing decisive has ta- 
fon nlace, 

The situation of affairs is now Very critical. The 
least word is sufficient to bauwh any person, or even 
the least suspicion that you are dissatisfied with the 
present system. Gen. Montilla has the power to 
hanish any one he pleases, 

All the tamilies of the Posadas have been banish- 
ed frou Columbia, as well as Luis Leon and Dona 
Vicente Narvaez and (amily, on account of being 
suspected by the government. 

Av expedition was going to sail from Colombia for 
the Pacific. The Liberator bas ordered $,080 meno 
out of the province of Venezuela, to be ready for 
such orders as tie gover ninent shall think necessary. 
Every thing here is going to destruction, or rather 
has already gone. The whole republic is in a state 
of revulution, for Bogota, Pupayan and other parts 
proclaim Santander and Liberty, and detest the 
name of the Tyrant Bolivar.” 

Extract froin another letter :—* Bolivar has made 
Carios turbide a Captain in his army, and appointed 
him for some expedition against the south. Navar- 
ro sailed December 25th frem Carthagena, io the 
trigate Colombia, Capt Chilty, for Guayaquil, and 
was to toach at Santa Marta and Puerto Cavello to 
complete her crew.” 

A bill bas been introduced in the legislature of 
North Carolma, for the rehef of the people. It 
provides that no land or puor tax shall be collected 
fram the people the present year, but that $60,000, 
shall be issued in Treasury notes to meet the exi- 
gences of Goveroment. 


Peace.-—The Peace Society of Maine, at their last 
ineéling, voted to become auxiliary to the Ameri- 
cau Peace Society and to send delegates to the an- 
nual meeting at New York, in May next. 


The Grand Jury of philadelphia, have presented 
as nuisances, lotteries, tavern licences, and dischar- 
ged convicts. This is a good beginning. But it 
is 4 great pity they forgot to include theatres, the 
very workshops in which so many gamblers, tiplers 
and convicts are manufactured.—Philan.

Died in this city, on Frilay evening last, Miss 
Naom1 Rockwecr, aged 22, daughter of Mr.

The circumstances attending the death of this 
young lady were truly distressing. She was in the 
abit of frequently sitting up for the purpose of 
reading or writing, after the family with whom she 
resided had retired to bed. On Thursday evening, 
at the hour for retiring, they left her sitting by the 
fire as usual. After a short interval, they were 
aronsed by her shrieks, and at the s»me time heard 
her fall. Her sisters who occupied an adjoining 
apartment, and other members of the family, im- 
mediately hastened to her assistance, and found her 
caaaioles the floor, enveloped in flames, and the 
room filled with smoke. The fire was extinguished 
as soon as possibie; but she was so shockingly 
burnt, as to be unable to give any account of this 
awful occurrence. The manner in which the fire 
was communicated to her clothes is therefore mat- 
ter of conjecture. From an unfinished letter toa 
friend, found on her table, it appeared that she had 
beep engaged in writing. Slic lingered until about 
8 o'clock, on Friday evening, when she expired. 
Miss Rockwell was a native of Hast-Windsor, 
but for several years pasta resident of this place. 
She was much esteemed asa capable instructress, 
an amiable and intelligent companion, and a devo 
ted christian. Her untimely and melancholy death 
is deeply lamented by a numerous circle of friends 
and acquaintances. Truly *‘ in the midst of life, 
we are in death.” 
In West Springfied, Jan. 3., Mrs. Panny Ber~ 
DEN, wife of Mr. Horace Belden. aged 24. 
lu the death of this amiable young woman, her 
connexions, and society generally, have sustained 
no inconsiderable loss. Mrs. B. possessed a sound 
mind, improved by a good education, which render- 
ed her interesting in the social circle. She was 
also justly endeared to all who knew her, by the 
deep interest she mamifested in the welfare of oth- 
ers. Ilers was not the cold charity which expires 
on the lips, saying “* be ye warmed and filled,” and 
yet communicating nothing. She was ever ready 
to help the needy. On the subject of religion, Mre.

A short time before her departure, in the 
full possession of ber reason, and with the utmost 
composure of mind, she called upon her mother, to 
unite with her in praising the Divine goodness; de- 
claring that Christ was then precious; that she 
could hope in him; and that she was then willing 
te die. This state of mind continued till her spirit 
was released, and admitted, as we have reason to 
hope, among holy spirits around the throne of beay- 
en. Mrs. B. had always manifested a deep inter- 
est in the prosperity of the institutions of religion ; 
and ons of the last acts of her life was to request of 
her husband, that after her decease, a donation of 
one hundred dollars from the prosperity which God 
bad given them, might be paid over to the religious 
society with which she had, from ber childhuod, as- 
sembled to worship God.
